DR. SHURLEY OF DETROIT DIscoveERs | 
A CURE FOR CONSUMPTION. | 


After Many Years of Experiment in Asso- 
ciation with Other Physicians He Finds 
That Remarkable Results Are Obtained 
by the Use of Hypodermic Injections of 
a Solution: of Chloride of Sodium and 
Onloride of Gold, Aided by Inhalations 
ef Chiorine Gas.

matter in the cells of the lungs. It is the doc- 
tor’s theory that bacillus tuberculosis is sim- 
ply a result, a by-product, of these poisons. 
Thus Dr. Shurley and Dr. Koch, while seek- 
ing the same end, attacked differently. Koch 
sought to cure by attacking the result.of the 
disease; Shurley by going direct to the cause. 
Dr. Shurley’s experiments for many years 
with many chemicals were productive of nu- 
merous disappointments. Finally Dr. Henneage 
Gibbs of Michigan University became a con- 
vert to Dr. Shurley’s theories and joined him 
in his researches. Dr. Gibbs devoted himself 
to the microscopic and pathological work, 
while Dr. Shurley condacted the experiments 
at Harper Hospital. 
Obtained Encouraging Results. 

At first monkeys were used exclusively in 
these experiments, but monkeys were costly, 
and guinea pigs were in part substituted. 
The doctors finally discovered that they could 
obtain remarkable results with a solution of 
chlonde of sodium and chloride of gold, aided 
by inhalation of chlorine gas. These agents, 
according to their theory, neutralize the poison 
of the ptomaines. The disease was communi- 
cated to the animals by injecting into their 
blood the spittle of patients suffering with the 
disease. Whenever it was desired to experi- 
ment with the cure upon one animal so inocu- 
lated another was subjected to the 
disease in the same way, but nothing 
done to save it from the results. This was 
necessary in order that it might be certain 
that the animal to be treated with the discov- 
ery was really affected with the malady: In 
every case the neglécted animal has died the 
death of the consumptive, while the other, 
treated with hypodermic injections and made 
to inhale chlorine gas, has recovered. 

At the hospital there are a number of mon- 
keys and guinea pigs under treatment and in 
various stages of the disease. The symptoms 
of the disease are the same in these animals as 
in the case of human beings, only that they do 
not expectorate in the same way. Expectora- 
tion is an attribute of man. The treatment 
generally begins about forty-eight hours after 
cated in this way, is much more rapid .in its 
effects than when generated naturally. The 
injections are continued till the system is 
thoroughly saturated with the chloride. 

As a result of the experiments with monkeys 
and guinea pigs most complete arrangements 
have been made for the cure of human 
patients. The chloride of gold is injected in 
the same. way into men and women. Then 


itate the inhaling of chlorine gas. There is a 
small iron pipe leading from the engine room 
to the hospital which is kept filled with air at 
a pressure of twenty-three pounds to the 
square inch. An atomizer filled with chloride 
of sodium is placed on the nozzle of this pipe, 
and before the gas is to be used the air is 
turned on and the chloride of sodium impreg- 
nates the atmosphere, It has the effect of 
neutralizing the evil properties of the chlorine 
gas, which may now be liberated without dis- 
tressing the most delicate lungs, whereas 
otherwise it would choke the person trying to 
inhale it. 

The chloride of sodium does not neutralize 


trary assists in the cure. In the same room is 
a coil of steam-pipe by which the temperature 
can be raised to 120° or 130°, so that nature 
may be cheated of the chill with which she 
afflicts consumptives. 

Numerous Ingenious Appliances, 

There are appliar ces by which the heat and 
moisture of the air in the sick-rooms may-be 
regulated to a nicety. 

A curious affair is the pneumatic cabinet. 
This is a sort of box, witha plate-glass front 
pierced with a small round hole. The patient 
is put into this box on achair and a rubber- 
tube is fitted into the hole in the glass and 
placed in his mouth. The cabinet is then ber- 
metically sealed, and the air in the cabinet is 
rarifled by meansofa pump. The pvessure of 
air under usual circumstances is fifteen 

to the square inch. The pump is 
worked until the pressure in the cabinet is re- 
duced to seven or eight pounds to the square 
inch. In consequence the air in the patient’s 
lungs expands and fills out the air cells which 
have collapsed through disease. Then there is 
an apparatus which the patients may use for 
chest exercise when strong enough. 

Experiments will still be conducted with a 
view to ascertaining whether other sub- 
stances can be used to better advantage than 
the chloride of gold. Iodine has proved ben- 
eficial m some cases. An effort is being made 
to administer, some salt of phosphorus in a 
gaseous state, and if successful it will be 
found highly beneficial in toning up weak 
lungs.

Au Anon, Mich., Dee. 18.—[Special.]— 
Dr. Henneage Gibbs, Pro of Pathology, 
University of Michigan, is the dson of 
Sir George Gibbs, physician to Char- 
lotte. Dr. Gibbs commenced life as a sailor 
and commanded a gunboat in the Chinese 
navy for some years. On gi up the sea 
he entered the medical profession, g ting 
at the University of Aberdeen and afterwards 
at the Royal College of. Physicians, London. 
Dr. Gibbs commenced the study of normal 
histology under Dr. Klein before he graduat- 
ed and continued this study until he was ap- 
peinted curator of the | Museum, 
King's College, London, where. he remained 
three years and made a thorough study 
of Morbid Anatomy. He wes then invited to 
take the Chair of Physiology, Normal and 
Morbid Histology at the Westminster Hospi- 
tal, London. In 1884 Dr. Gibbs was sent to 
India by the British Government to make an 
investigation into the etiplogy of Asiatic 
cholera. Je 

In 1887 the University of Michigan deter- 
mined to institute a r ot Pathology, 
which was offered to Dr. Gibbs, who accept- 
ed the position and arrived at Ann Arbor in 
1888. Dr. Gibbs was also for nine 
years physician to the Metropolitan Dis- 
pensary in the City of London: During his 
medical career he has publi a large num- 
ber of original works. Dr. Gibbs commenced 
an investigation into consumption, and in 1883 
he was requested by the local Government 
Board of London to carry on this work for 
them, the results being published in their re- 
ports. On arriving in this.country he lost no 
time in continuing this work and enlisted Dr. 
Shurley of the Harper Hospital, Detroit, to 
act with him. Their efforts have resulted in 
the discovery of a cate for the disease. 

Dr. Gibbs has not confined his investiga- 
tions to consumption, but has published many 
papers on other diseases.

Loomis saw English) physicians begging for 
the privilege of paying $100 a drop for the 
preparation, but in only a few cases were they 
successful in getting it. The quantity of the 
lymph which Dr. Leomis has with him when 
diluted will suffice for about 5,000 injections. 

Dr. McCoy says Dr. Kochhas withdrawn 
from active service im the interest of his new 
preparation, believing the system to have been 
perfected, and is now turning his attention to 
the manufacture of a similar preparation that 
will cure diphtheria and scariet-fever. Dr. 
McCoy brought with him from Berlin a micro- 
scope which, he claims, is the counterpart of 
the one with which Prof. Koch made his dis- 
covery. He paid 12000 marks, or $3,000, for 
it. 

As to the effect and value of Dr. Koch’s 
lymph Dr. Stearns said: We watched oper- 
ations mainly m the wards of Prof. Leyden at 
La Charité Hospital in Berlin and also in 
Prof. von Bergmann’s private hospital. The 
effect of the lymph upon lupus cases is strik- 
ing. There is generally an apparent cure. 
There is no doubt that the ulcers are healed 
over, but it is impossible to foresee whether 
or not the disease will break out again in a 
few months, and judgment as to the full value 
of lymph in lupus cases must therefore be sus- 
pended. 

In phthisis the results are far from satis- 
factory. In fact the experiments have so far 
almost invariably résulted in a deterioration 
of the patient’s condition. The doses used 
range all the way from one milligramme up. 
In one case, a case of lupus, 200 milligramines 
were injected at once, but this was after the 
patient had been under treatment three 
weeks and was considered cured. The injec- 
tion had no effect upon him at all and was 
made for the purpose of demonstrating the 
effect upon a subject freed from the disease. 


MUCH GROUND FOR HOPE, 


The Medical Record Discusses Dr. Koch’s 
Cure for Tuberculosis. 

New York, Dec. 18.—The Medicai Record | 
of this week contains the following: 

In the various hospitals here ana elsewhére the 
theory of Koch is being subjected to the test of 
clinical study. Aside from mere assertion, and 
apart from theoretical influence, we have from a 
purely practical standpoint a great deal yet to 
learn. In the present stage of our study we have 
a reasonable idea of our actual position in not ex- 

ing too much. In fact, we were told not to 
do so at the start. Koch himself, with becoming 
modesty, claims very little as yet. His theory, 
plausible as it may appear, is still to be demon- 
strated to the satisfaction of the working clini- 
cian.

Then 
it was learned that the stock in the old com- 
pany had not been fully paid up, it being, in 
fact, a little less than one-third paid up. Un- 
der the laws of California stockholders are 
personally liable till stock is fully paid up 
and that liability now extends to the Chicago 
stockholders. It is generally admitted that 
the road has earned something less than oper- 
ating expenses. The stockholders have not 
only lost what they have put in but it is cal- 
culated that some $2,250,000 must be raised 
before matters can be straightened out, the 
liability under the partially paid up stock 
discharged, the original first mortgage bonds 
retired, and the corporation put on the basis 
that stqckholders supposed it was when they

If the Bradford 
manufacturers win in their present dispute 
with their men they will keepon sending 
plushes here and the home manufacturer will 
find that the new tariff has not benefited him 
as much ashe expected. . 

There is one thing which mill bosses fail 
often to take into account when they clamor 
for a higher duty. That is that the effect is to 
put the foreign manufacturer on his mettle. 
It stimulates his inventive powers. It makes 
him seek for more economic processes. It 
sets him to huntingin all directions to find 
some way by which he can lower his price. 
He succeeds generally, and the disgusted mill 
boss finds that he cannot do as much fat-fry- 
ing as he thought he could.

ae THE EYRAUD CASE. 

The trial of Eyraud, the strangler, now pro- 
gressing in Paris, will be une of the most cel- 
ebrated in the history of crime throughout the 
world. The details of the murder itself are 
not sufficiently novel or removed above the 
ordinary level of crime to make it specially 
conspicuous. It is rather in the environments 


of the horrible deed. which led up to the arrest | 


of the guilty parties that the story becomes a 
strange one and the record one which is un- 
precedented in the criminal calendar. 

The crime itself perhaps would not have at- 
tracted much attention had it not occurred in 


Paris, where all crimes are enveloped in a. 


kind of glamour, for the parties to it were com- 
paratively unknown and identified with the 
lower strata of Parisian life. The strangler 
Eyraud was a miserable vagabond. His ac- 
complice, Gabrielle Bompard, was his mis- 
tress and a common courtesan. Their 
victim, ‘Toussaint Augustin Gouffe, was 
a “money shark, who _ lived off the 
necessities of dissolute spendthrifts and 
fallen women. The tragedy grew out 
of act i between Eyraud and his mis- 
tress to kill and rob Gouffe. The plot was 
laid cunningly. Gabrielle played the role of 
fascinator,. knowing Gouffe’s weak side, en- 
ticed him to her apartment, and while she was 
caressing him Eyraud threw a noose about his 
neck and strangled him. After disposing of 
the body the guilty pair filed to San Francisco, 
where they quarreled and separated. Gabri- 
elle returned to Paris and made a full confes- 
sion. Eyraud was tracked to Havana and 
arrested. 

All this is vulgar and horrible enough, but 
not sufficient in itself to make the case a 
cause celebrein comparison with others. It 
is in the extraordinary nature of the defense 
set up by the counsel of Gabrielle Bompard 
and in the manner in which the evidence was 
procured that the case is destined to become a 
celebrated one. The defense will be that this 
wretched. woman was so completely under the 
control of her lover that she assisted in the 
deed without knowing what she was doing 
and without any remembrance of it after 
it was done; in other words, that she was 
hypnotized by Eyraud and while under the 
spell she was a mere tool, used by him for his 


evil purposes without any knowledge on her 


part. And this is not the strangest part of the 
story. It will appear in the progress of the 
‘grim story that the detective who se- 
eured the arrest. of Gabrielle and sub- 
sequently that of Eyraud succeeded by 
hypnotism, and that he is employed reg- 
ularly for his skill in influencing weak natures 
by the proces:e3 of hypnotism to give up their 
guilty knowleage and make public their se- 
crets.of crime, It was after the separation of 
Eyraud and Gabrielle that this detective found 
the girl and by the exercise of his hypnotic 
powers upon her induced her to go through 
all the details of the crime in dumb show and 
ultimately to make a full confession. 

The novel plea set up by the defense will 
enlist the testimony of numerous experts, and 
it may be anticipated that they will differ, as 
they have in numerous cases in this country 
when the plea of emotional insanity has been 
offered. ..But whether they differ or not it is 
sufficiently established that this force of hyp- 
notism may be employed by malicious or 
murderously-disposed persons for their own 
evil purposes, and that they can influence 
ignorant and weak-minded persons to 
commit crime unconsciously. It does 
not help the matter much that 
hypnotic murderers can be apprehended by 
hypnotic detectives. The force is just as dan- 
gerous in the one case as in the other, for an 
evil-minded detective, or one working upon a 
false theory which he may believe to be true, 
or one actuated by greed to obtain a large re- 
ward, might easily convict an innocent person 
if such evidence were ruled as admissible. To 
whatever extent hypnotism or mesmerism, for 
they are one and the same thing, may be 
practiced it is a dangerous force and one 
that should be restrained. The recent 
action of the Chicago physicians asking 
for legislative prohibition of ita public exhibi- 
tion and for restraining its use as a curative 
agent was wise and timely. No good can 
come from its practice and it may occasion 
great harm. If Gabrielle Bompard were 
really under its influence she is not responsi- 
ble for her share in the crime, Fortunately 
the wretch Eyraud, whether he hypnotized 
her or not, will not be likely to escape with 
his life, for French justice is swift and sure. 
The fate of the girl, however, will be watched 
with interest. N |

Mainly with the Re- 
publican Congressmen from that State headed 
by Julius Cesar Burrows, whose unasked efé 
fortsin behalf of his constituents were re- 
warded by a reduction of his majority from 
4,185 to 388. Michigan produces considerable 
fine wool, and there are in the State 59,400 
farmers who oon sheep. Many of them, of 
course, are Democrats. The proposition to 
increase the duties on imported wools was 
welcomed with delight by the far-sighted Mr. 
Burrows, who isa member of the Ways and 
Means Committee. He figured out that it 
would add $3 a year to the selling price of the 
wool of every Michigan sheep-raiser. Such a 
glittering bribe would be sufficient, he be- 
lieved, to bring evéry Democratic sheep-owner 
to the Republican party. It would be impos- 
sible to keep them away when they saw how 
much had been done for them. 

So Mr. Burrows and his colleagues went in 
strong for the higher duties on foreign wool 
and the increased duties on woolens made 
necessary thereby, Not one of them seemed 
to see that the effect of their legislation would 
be to make clothing dearex, so much dearer 
that the 59,400 whol-growers would pay out 
much more on account of woolen goods than 
they could possibly take in because of any in- 
crease in the value of their wool. As for the 
80,000 farmers who owned no sheep they 
would have to pay more for the ‘necessaries of 
life and would not be helped by the mgher 
price of wool, . Fixing their eyes steadily on 
the few Democratic sheep-owners the Michi- 
gan Congressmen paid no attention to the vast 
army of consumers, They scoffed at reci- 
procity, which would have benefited the agri- 
cultural interest. They saw nothing but these 
higher duties on wool which they fancied 
would send them back to Congress and make 
the State safely Republican. So they passed 
the McKinley bill and began to make ready 
for the November harvest. 

They had no idea that it would be what it 
turned out to be. Senator McMillan seems to 
have had faith in the wool duties, for he was 
confident just before election that the State 
would give at least 10,000 Republican major- 
ity. It happened, however, that none of the 
wool-raisers, either Republicans or Demo- 
crats, rallied to the support of the Republican 
candidates. In the. nine Congressional dis- 
tricts referred to above the Republican vote 
fell off 55,000. Evidently the sheep-raisers 
staid at home or voted the Democratic ticket. 

Why should they not have staid at home? 
Not only did they see that the price of their 
clothing was to be put up, but they saw that 
their fine combing and delaine wools were not 
going up—that, if anything, they were falling 
in price. They saw that they were being whip- 
sawed—were losing at both ends. Will they 
stay at home in 1892, or will they go to the 
polls and vote the Republican ticket? If cloth- 
ing gets dearer and the wool market does not 
improve they certainly will not do the latter. 
But if the present higher duties on the neces- 
saries of life are removed they will turn out 
in 1892 as in other years and give fhe State to 
the Republicans, It is for that party to de- 
cide at the present session whether it will win 
back these men who have done its fighting 
and won its victories in the past, or whether it 
will drive them away forever.

OTHER NEWS EROM WASHINGTON. 


Western Congressmen Anxious About the 
Railroad Presidents’ Agreement. 

Wasninetos, D. C., Dec. 18.—[Special.]— 
Western Congressmen are looking forward to an 
investigation of the railroad Presidents’ agree- 
ment. Nothingef this kind has been proposed 
yet, but the chances are that a resolution will be 
passed directing the Inter-State Commission to 
find out whether the reement is not for the 
2 of nullifying the Inter-State law, particu- 

arly the section which prohibits pooling. The 
investigation might not prove fruitful in result, 
but as a counter-move to the scheme of the roads 
to have the anti-pooling section of the law wi 
out it probably would prove quite effective. With 
such a resolution pending not a corporal's guard 
of Congressmen would be found ready to support 
the demand of the roads to relieve them from the 
pénalties .— pooling. Chairman Baker of 
the House merce Committee says he thinks 
the agreement may be a good thi or the coun- 
try by assuring stable rates, but few of his col- 
leagues are wi tosay the same. Mr. Lind of 
Minnesota, who is a member of the same com- 
mittee, says: 

“1 regard it as peculiarly unfortunate for the 
West in more ways than one. It will prolong and 
intensify the struggle that is now going on be- 
tween the roads and the people in the Northwest. 
Better rates and fairer treatment at the hands of 
the companies have been enjoyed by our le in 
the last couple of 282 than formerly. it this is 
to be reversed at the dictation of Wall street it 
will bring on a battle which in the end will be 
more disastrous to the railroads than the tempo- 
wary oppression will be to our people. Our people 
will not submit to unreasonable rates. If rates 
are advanced by the association or pursuant to 
agreement, the companies will,in my judgment, 
subject themselves to the penalties of the Anti- 
Trust law.“ 

Senator Reagan says: 

* I do not think they can make an agrocspont to 
fix rates without violating the law and s 
themselves to its penalties. If the law could be 
changed so as to enable them to make an agree- 
ment as to rates which would be just to the pub- 
lic and would avoid rate wars, this to be done 
with the approval of the Inter-State Commerce 
Commission, with pee for violating any part 
of the agreement, I don’t think I should oppose it. 
I am strongly to any agreement between 
the roads by which they are to share the profits 
of the carrying trade among themselves under 
any pooling arrangement.”’ 

The Reapportionment Bill. 


The Senate will try to act promptly on the 
Frank Reapportionment bill which passed the 
House yesterday. Some of the Democratic Sen- 
ators will want to make speeches against it to 
curry favor with Tammany Hall, but these will 
be entirely perranctory. While New York City 
may not have been fu counted, it fared no 
worse than other sections, and the count of Tam- 
many to make  — capital has fallen flat in 
Congress, and when the situation in the 
Senate is cleared up on the _ financial 
measures and the Election bill there will 
not be much trouble in getting the 
right of way for the Reapportionment bill, and a 
gee many Legislatures whose sessions begin in 

anuary are limited to sixty or ninety days, and 
it is important that the law be passed in time for 
them to redistrict in accordance with the new 
representation. The bill contains no anti-gerry- 
mandering provision, and the requirement 
that the redistricting made should stand till 
the next census was also stricken out. In 
the existing condition of politics the Demo- 
crats will have a chance to do a vast 
amount of gerrymandering, and they will hardly 
let their chance ti. In more than half the 
States of the Union they have majorities in both 
branches of the Legislature and Democratic Gov- 
ernors. The prospect is that in a many 
States deadlocks may occur which will prevent 
any redistricting and leave the Congressmen in 
This may 
happen in New York, where the Assembly and the 
Executive are Democratic in Pennsylvania, 
where the Legislature is Republican and the Gov- 
ernor a Democrat; in Illinois and half a dozen 
other States. What the Farmers’ Alliance 
latures will do is only to be guessed at. 

The Raum Investigation. 


At today’s session of the Raum Investigation 
Committee Commissioner Raum was asked by 
Mr. Cooper to examine certain papers and report 
how it was that calls for information about pen- 
sion cases made by Congressmen McClellan and 
Shively of Indiana had not been answered 
for from three months to a year, and why 
Mr. McWilliams, a Western pension attorney, had 
been unable for two years to obtain information 
about cases on file in the Pension Office. Com- 
missioner Raum said the committee recognized that 
this matter had nothing to do with the investi- 
gation. Mr. Cooper also asked for an order to 
compel Commissioner Raum to produce the books 


of the Columbia Retvigetator company, a subor- 


dinate corporation to the Universal Refrigerator 
company. Mr, Raum emphatically refused to 
do so, saying the company was not yet organized, 
and had no connection with the present case. He

er. No action was taken on Mr. Cooper’s request. 
Internal-Revenue Coilections. 

The total collections of internal revenue for the 
first -five months of the current fiscal year were 
$62,901,470, an increase of $4,725,859 as compared 
witb the collections for the corresponding period 
of the last fiscal year. The receipts werd as fol- 
lows: Spirits, $34,341,121, an increase of $1,713,777 ;

HAS NO FAITH IN GOULD. 


STICKNEY’S REASONS FOR REFUSING 
TO JOIN THE NEW COMBINATION, 


The New President’s Scheme No Improve- 
ment on the Old “Gentlemen’s” Agree- 
ment—It Is Not Calculated to Remove 
the Evils from Which the Western Rail- 
roads Are Now Suffering— Why the Kan- 
sas City, Fort Scott and Memphis Re- 
fuses to Join the Combination. 


When the action of the Presidents and 
other magnates interested in Western roads 
was first made public the impression pre- 
vailed that the whole truth had not been told 
and that the most important features of the 
new agreement were held back fur prudential 
reasons. It was not deemed probable that 
after all the bluster that had been indulged 
in during the last few weeks as regards the 
intentions of Jay Gould and those associated 
with him an agreement which everybody ad- 
mits is weaker than the late lamented gen- 
tlemen's agreement should be the result of 
the magnates’ deliberations. It seems, how- 
ever, that the proceedings as published em- 
body everything that was accomplished. 

A. B. Stickney, Chairman of the Board of 
Directors of the Chicago, St. Paul and Kansas 
City, who told the magnates some wholesome 
truths at the meeting, much to their disgust, 
and refused to become a party to it on the 
ground that it was not calculated to correct 
any of the evils from which the Western rail- 
roads are now suffering, returned from New 
York yesterday.

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NEWSGIRLS WHO SEEK TO IMPOSE 
UPON PUBLIC SYMPATHY, - 


A Class Who Do Not Desire to Earn Money ‘ 


by Selling Papers, but Through Charity 
—What the Laws on the Sabject Say— 
Chief Marsh’s Opinion—The Majority of 
People Would Resent Any Interference— 
Whata Publisher’s Experience Teaches, 
If crimes against children are the basest 
that can be committed, the greatest scandal 
and disgrace existing in Chicago at the 
ent timeis the midnight newsgirl. Every 
night, from sundown until the early hours of 
the next morning, this object of pity and victim 
of human misery plies her trade. State street, 
Clark street, and particularly the entrances of 
the main hotels are infested with gangs of 
small girls, from 4 to 12 years old, clad in re- 
pulsive rags, with dirty shawls drawn over 
their heads, who carry under their arms two 
or three soiled copies of a penny newspaper 
which they pretend to offer for sale to every 
passer-by. In a snow-storm or rain or 
on an excessively cold night, they are in their 


glory. On these occasions they add tears and 


pitiful appeals to their suffering and bedrag- 
gled appearance, and no stranger is able to ro- 
sist them. | 

The midnight newsgirl evil is a double of- 
fense against the laws and ordinances. The 
girls themselves are vagrants, if not worse. 
The main infraction of the law is chargeable 
against their parents, who are guilty of the 
crime of cruelty to children. The provisions 
of the law for abating this nuisance are ample, 
and evidently contemplate. the arrest of the 
children for the sake of discovering their 
parents, and then the suppression of the evil 
by the punishment of the real offender. The 
State laws upon this subject provide: 

What the Law Says. 

Any person who shall willfully and unnecessa- 
rily ex to the inclemency of the weather, or 
shall in any other manner injure in or 
limb, any child apprentice or other person under 


his legal control, shall be ned not exceeding 
or imprisoned in the penitentiary not 3 


five years. 

It shall be unlawful for n to take, ro- 
ceive, hire, employ, use, exhibit, or have in cus- 
tody any child under the age of 14 years and for 
— purpose prohibited in the first section of this 
ac 


Order of custody provides that when it 
appear that any person has made such unla 
use of any child, such child shall be deemed to be 
in the custody of the court, who may make s 
order as is now provided by law in the case of a 
v t, truant, disorderly pauper, or 


children. 

It shall be unlawful for any n having the 
care or custody of any child, wilfully to cause or 
permit the life of such child to be endangered. or 
the health of such child to be injured, or to will- 

ully cause or permit such child to be placed in 
such a situation that its life or health may be en- 
dangered.

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SWITCHMEN GRANTED BETTER WAGES. 


Those Outside of Chicago Get a Ratse— 


Carpenters and Journeymen Confer. 

For some months past general uneasiness 
has prevailed among the employés of differert 
railroads, but so far no serious trouble has 
occurred, owing to the fact that the men have 
allowed matters to be adjusted between the 
railroad officials and the officers of their 
unions, The most serious difficulty was one 
that affected four of the biggest Western rail- 
roads going out of Chicago. It has been agi- 
tated for almost two months past, but never 
yet reached the public. It is now in such a 
condition that all danger of trouble is past, 
and with the exception of a few matters of 
minor importance ail 93 at issue have 
been adjusted. 

The switchmen all over the Northwest, from 
Chicago to Sioux City and Duluth, including 
St. Paul, Minneapolis, Milwaukee, La Crosse 
and all railroad centers, as well as way sta- 
tions, have been asking for an advance in 
wages. This embraces the Chicago and North- 
western, Chicago, Milwaukee and St. Paul, 
Chicago, Rock Island and Pacific, and the 
Illinois Central railroads, At all the big cities 
or railroad centers the cry was for the Chicago 
scale, Theswitchmen in Chicago are paid 
better than anywhere else and are the envy of 
their fellow-craftsmen all over the country, 
although the difference in wages is not always 
great. The pay in Chicago ranges from $70 
to $75 for a month of twenty-six working 
days, witb regulations for overtime. At other 
centers the pay is about $10 a month less. 

Beginning of the Agitation. 

The switchmen at the places along the four 
lines mentioned commenced to agitate for an 
advance, and Grand Master Frank Sweeney 
of the Switchmen’s Mutual Aid Association 
spent two weeks traveling among the various 
lodges to ascertain exactly their demands and 
the means to adjust the difficulties. It was 
finally concluded that the best way to settle 
all trouble was to have a general meeting of 
representatives of the men and to deal through 
committees with the various railroads. e 
general grievance committees of the four 
roads were accordingly summoned to Chicago 
and have been in session here for several days. 
The most important part of their business was 
concluded yesterday. 

In response to the demands of the men for 
an uncrease cf pay, the railroads made several 
propositions, offermg a substantial advance, 
though not granting all that the men asked, 
As the result of the conferences a compromise 
has been reached by which the switchmen will 
get an advance of $5 a month, which is one- 

lf of what they demanded. 

This is confined to the larger centers, At 
the small stations a corresponding adyance 
was granted. The pay at those places is gen- 
erally smaller than at the railroad. centers, 
and the main difficulty arose in equalizing the 
pay at different points. This matter involyes 
a great deal of detail and is still in abeyance, 
but it is confidently expected ‘that it will be 
adjusted within a few days. 

More Trouble with Conductors, | 

The Rock Island railroad officials will | have 
todealonce more with its passenger-train 
conductors next week. A few weeks ago the 
conductors asked for an increase of pay, and 
after several conferences * * St. John 
received an advance from to $125 a 
month. Since that time, it is pe four- 
teen of them have been discharged and the 
duties of those who remain have been in- 


| creased so that they are heartily sick of the 


advance in wages. Three conductors are 
said to be obliged to run four trains between 
Chicago and Council Bluffs, increasing their 
mileage to about 6,000 a month. A conductor 
said yesterd ay that he was perfectly willing to 
return to $100 a month and the old hours, As 
it now stood he had to lay off if he wanted 
to see his children. A committee will meet 
next Monday to lay the matter before the 
management. 

The Baltimore and Ohio road had some 
trouble „ at ghar pm which led to the 
canceling o odge of the Switchmen’s 
Mutual Aid e for gross violation of 
the laws of the order. The raitroad was put- 
ting up a shanty in its freight-yards. A 
couple of switchmen, while uuder the influ- 
ence of liquor, kicked open the door and were 
discharged. The whole force of switchmen 
went on a strike in sympathy with the two 
men.

GROVER CLEVELAND 18 SELFISH. 


His Interest in Politics and Elections Is 
Entirely Personal. 

New York Letter in the Baltimore Amer- 

ican: Outside of New York there seems to be 


an impression that this city and State are en- 


thusiastic over Mr: Cleveland and his chances 
of a renomination for the Presidency. The 
mugwump newspapers here publish now and 
then extracts from obscure country weeklies 
commending Mr. Cleveland as the ideal 
Democrat, and from these one might in- 
fer that the city is really interested in Mr. 
Cleveland’s efforts to keep himself constantly 
before the public as a candidate. The New 
York correspondents of Democratic news- 
papers appear to have been suddenly seized 
with a mama for renominating Mr. Cleve- 
land. It would be really and deeply interest- 
ing to an old-time Southern Democrat to hear 
what practical Democratic politacians here 
have to Say of the ex-President as a candidate 
for a third-term nomination.
